This readily convinces one The Evansville Dental Soci- 


that a mouth with good occlu- 
sion is very much to be desired, 
inasmuch as it is less liable 
to dental defects. 

By observing all these tables 
one is readily convinced that 
the use of a tooth brush is 
advisable, inasmuch as_ the 
chances for a clean mouth are 
greater and a clean mouth is 
to be desired because a clean 
mouth is less liable to dental 
defects. 

Isn’t it time that the people 
of Indiana demand legislation 
that will make available proper 
care of their children’s teeth, 
thereby safeguarding their fu- 
ture health? 

_ Insofar as I know, we have 
in Evansville the only real 
free dental clinic in the State. 
This was made possible in the 
following manner: 





ety obtained permission from 
the school authorities to make 
examination of the mouths of 
the school children. Printed 
blanks were made of each 
child—one sent to the parents, 
and one was kept by the 
Society. 

At the end of the second 
examination which was made 
in every school in the city, a 
public-spirited citizen donated 
the equipment ‘necessary to 
start a clinic. This was con- 
ducted by the members, who 
each spent one-half day at a 
time. 

This was continued for more 
than a year. At that time a 
committee waited on our May- 
or—Benjamin Bosse (who has 
since died) a live-wire and a 
progressive citizen—with sta- 
tistics showing what had al- 
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ready been done and what 
could be done in the future 
and after going into the matter 
very carefully he said to us, 
“Gentlemen, we will have an 
ordinance passed so that the 
city can take care of this.” 
And it was done. That was 
in 1915, eight years ago, and 
the city has maintained the 
clinic, employing an interne 
who devotes one-half of each 
day to this work. A nurse 
is also employed and during 
the last year there were about 
2,500 visits made by children 
to the clinic and from this 
number something like fifteen 


I 


hundred operations were per- 
formed such as cleaning, filling, 
extractions, ete. 

We feel that we, in Evans- 
ville, have some claim to be 
pioneers in the work as the first 
examination of school child- 
ren’s teeth was made more 
than ten years ago by the 
members of the Evansville 
Dental Society. 

The Indiana State Dental 
Association will have a bill 
before the State Legislature, 
which meets this January. If 
this bill passes it will put 
Indiana to the front in the 
oral hygiene movement: 


An Act EntitLeEp “An Act ror THE DENTAL SUPERVISION 
AND DentaL CARE OF THE TEETH OF SCHOOL 
CHILDREN IN THE STATE OF INDIANA” 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana that all school trustees, town- 
ship trustees and school boards are 
herewith permitted to institute dental 
supervision and dental, care for the 
school children in the public schools 
in this State at any time. 


Section 2. The term, dental super- 
vision and dental care, as used in this 
act shall be held to mean the exam- 
ination at stated periods of the teeth 
of school children; the cleaning of 
teeth; the extraction of teeth; the fill- 
ing of cavities with plastic material 
where indicated; the teaching of ora! 
hygiene, and other such dental care 
which will promote efficiency for the 
schoolchild. 


Section 3. Beginning with the 
school year 1923, school trustees, 
school boards and township trustees 
may, at their discretion, appoint one 
or more school dentists for each school 
corporation: Provided, where prac- 
ticable, two or more school corpo- 
rations may unite and employ one 
such dentist, whose duties shall be as 
are prescribed in this act and the 
authorized rules. Said such school 


dentists shall be graduates of recog- 
nized dental colleges and licensed by 
the State Board of Dental Examiners 
in the State of Indiana. School den- 
tists shall serve one school year and 
until their successors are appointed, 
and shall receive such compensation 
as the appointing trustees may deter- 
mine and may be discharged by the 
appointing power at any time. 
Section 4. School dentists shall 
make prompt examination and diag- 
nosis of the condition of school chil- 
dren’s teeth who shall have been 
referred to them from the school 
district over which they may have 
supervision. Such school dentists 
shall make and keep accurate card- 
index records of all examination and 
services rendered, a duplicate of same 
to be sent to the parents or guardians 
of the school child and unless it is the 
desire of said parents or guardians to 
have such conditions corrected by the 
family dentist, the school child shall 
be entitled to such free dental services 
from the school dentists as is provided 
for in this act. Whenever a school 
child is found to be in need of dental 
services it shall be the duty of the

‘The 
children take a,great pride in 
these marks and woe betide 
the one who forgets! Not 
only the teachers are after him 
but the other children as well. 

In the summer the dentist 
and public health nurse go into 
the mountains for a month to 
the Preventorium for under- 
nourished children and fix up 
all the children’s teeth. About 
two hundred thus receive this 
free dental service every sum- 
mer—and many times their 
teeth are in a terrible condi- 
tion. Often they begin to 
improve only after this work 
has been done. 

Over 7000 children received 
some dental care last year. 
The director and hygienists 
give oral hygiene lectures and 
toothbrush drills in the schools, 
then ask the children to write 
papers on the care of the teeth, 
thus fixing the matter in their 
minds more firmly. It. is 
amazing how much of it is 
remembered.

that important work, implies 
not only the removal of every 
vestige of deposit, hard and 
soft, from all teeth and their 
necks, as far as accessible, 
without lacerating gums, with 
special attention to approximal 
surfaces, but also includes the 
thorough polishing of all teeth 
and e necks, again giv- 
ing special attention to proxi- 
mal faces. 

It is the experience of those 
who do thorough prophylactic 
work, that even then, after 
they have completed their 
careful polishing, the only 
safety against mucin lies 
in staining the teeth to dis- 
cover spots where films have 
escaped; nor do they expect 
to see such films without the 
stain. 

On account of the valuable 
tonic effect of Zinc Salts on 
mucous tissue, no staining 
solution equals Dr. Eugene S. 
Talbot’s Iodo-Glycerole, and 
it is the one employed in the 
following tests to determine the 
efficacy of solvents for mucin 


Teeth may appear perfectly 
clean and glossy after Vs 
phylaxis is completed. i 
proves nothing as far as mucin 
films are concerned. Such 
films as have escaped will show 
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a light. brown color: if saliva 
is excluded, teeth painted with 
Iodo-Glycerole, and rinsed’ off 
with pure water. The-stains 
will usually be seen more at 
approximal faces of molars and 
bicuspids, and at those em- 
brasures, and still more mesi- 
ally than distally; that is, 
where polishing is the more 
difficult. Incidentally, that ex- 
plains why pyorrheal pockets 
are more frequent at those 
localities. It is because the 
patient’s thorough cleansing 
with tape, with an up and 
down motion, is more difficult 
there. 

The stains of Iodo-Glycer- 
ole in mucin films will persist 
for nearly ten minutes after 
rinsing the mouth, so that, if 
the staining is done to a few 
teeth at a time, it becomes 
easy to allow no plaque to 
escape, by re-scaling and re- 
polishing at such spots, and 
re-staining to check up, until 
no locality takes the stain. 
This is correct testing for 
mucin films to rid the mouth 
of areas holding the miain local 
etiology of caries and perio- 
dontoclasia. 

Into mucin plaques the lime 
salts concrete deposits which, 
soft at first, condense harder 
and harder in time. Plaques 
and deposits, soft ‘or hard, 
contain and breed pyogenic 
and acid excreting bacteria. 

Teeth which have received 
a thorough prophylactic treat- 
ment, and would have been 
correctly brushed with a mucin 
film solvent, after breakfast 
and at bedtime, ending each 
time with rinsing for two

tongue and cheeks to force the 
solvent, “bétween. the teeth, 
‘such teeth “should take no o 
only a very faint stain from 
Todo-Glycerole a week later, 
In trials made, under test 
conditions mentioned, the use 
of no..liquid. dentifrice yet 
evolved has shown freedom 
from mucin films by the ab- 
sence of, or by. very faint 
staining. On the other hand, 
teeth kept correctly brushed 
with dry powder, and taped, 
the powder and tape contain- 
ing the spongy part of Cuttle. 
bone (200 fine) such teeth, one 
week after thorough prophy- 
laxis (and sometimes months) 
have refused the stain at 
biscuspid and molar embras- 
ures, approximally and else- 
where. 

Clinical tests may be checked 
up on freshly extracted teeth 
as follows: 

Select freshly extracted bi- 
cuspids and molars with enough 
crowns left to show approximal 
enamel surfaces. Keep them 
in. pure water. Change the 
water often prior to tests. 

Before hand, make up your 
mind that you will have eyes 
only for enamel surfaces, and 
will disregard the appearance 
of cavities, fillings and cement- 
al surfaces. 

Preferably use teeth coming 
from the same mouth, but 
others. will do, provided they 
offer similar conditions as to 
size and morphology of crowns. 

With a scaler cleanse al 
hard deposits, large and small, 
even tiny hard specs, but do 
not scrape on enamel surfaces. 
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In order to respect the under- 
lying plaques, use a sharply 
scaler, so as to feel small 
frosty calculi, and remove 
them without scraping. Give 
special care to approximal 
surfaces and their angles. 

Assort two groups of teeth, 
mating in quantity, types and 
sizes of crowns. sage 

up in a separate jar of pure 
Sl Label one jar “Sot- 
yENT’ and the other “Pow- 
DER.” 

Separately and thoroughly 
brush with powder each tooth 
fom the “POWDER” jar 
only. Use the spongy inside 
of cuttlebone, pulverized 200 
fine, or a tooth powder with it 
as a base. Give special care 
to approximal surfaces and 
their angles. Rinse thorough- 
ly in pure water; replace in the 
jar. Treat every tooth from 
the “PowpER” jar only in 
that way. 

Select two approximately 
mated teeth, one from each 
jar. Teeth from the “So t- 
VENT’ jar, each separately, 
shake for two minutes, or 
longer, in a test tube contain- 
ing the mucin solvent solution. 
Rinse thoroughly in pure water; 
immerse for thirty seconds in 
lodo-Glycerole; rinse off the 
lodo-Glycerole with pure wat- 
er, and observe the stains 
taken. 


Teeth from the “PowpER” 
jar, which have already been 
rinsed and placed. in pure 
water, go directly into the 
Iodo-Glycerole for thirty sec- 
onds, or longer, and will, after 
rinsing, show no stains, except 
in enamel pits or defects. 

Repeat the above technique 
with a number or pairs of 
approximately mated . teeth. 
Draw your conclusions. “A . 
word to the wise is sufficient”. 
Everything that glitters is not 
gold”, nor is every tooth free 
of films that looks clean after 
a protracted violent shake. 

An error similar to that of 
Emetin seems to have been 
made. Emetin destroyed en- 
damoebae. It was not the 
endamoebae which needed ex- 
termination, but instead, the 
pyogenic bacteria on and 
around them. A solvent to 
mucin in saliva does not pre- 
vent mucin films or plagues 
on teeth, because that solvent 
is not kept in the mouth all 
the time, and, during its ab- 
sence, mucin inspissates (or 
thickens) into films. Just like 
we needed to destroy pyogenes 
instead of amoebae do we need 
to dissolve inspissated mucin 
films instead of free mucin in 
saliva, unless we could keep 
cheeks distended with the 
saliva mucin solvent all the 
time.

instructor breathless. How- 
ever, with considerable hesi- 
tancy, the writer will under- 
take to touch upon the various 
points briefly. 

To begin with, one must 
know the fundamental policy 
of Massachusetts in order to 
understand the purpose and 
limitations of its activities as a 
State as well as to understand 
the scope of the dental health 
work. 

Massachusetts is essentially 
a “home rule” State. We 
have a decentralized form of 
government which makes a 
municipality rather than the 
State responsible for govern- 
mental health activities. The 
purpose of the State Depart- 
ment is, therefore, not to 
control but to advise and to 
stimulate the work of the 
municipalities. 
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In Massachusetts—”’

For example, in dental 
health work the policy of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health is not to main- 
tain and run dental clinics 
under State auspices but rather 
to encourage municipalities to 
establish them where they are 
needed. In this way a clinic 
is a community responsibility, 
which becomes a community 

ride through community ef- 
ort. This point is empha- 
ized for it automatically limits 
the field of dental health work 
from the State House to that 
of education and advice. 

For this reason, a dental 
hygienist, under the direction 
of the Commissioner of Public 
Health and the Director of the 
Division of Hygiene, both 
physicians, was appointed to 
represent the dental aspect of 
public health work. 

We are favored by having 
the Massachusetts Dental Hy- 
giene Council as an advisory 
body and by having the co- 
operation of the State Dental 
Society which sent the Health 
Instructor to Los Angeles with 
the State exhibit last summer. 

To step into a State of 355 
cities and towns, to know that 
over 90% of the children and 
a large per cent of the adults 
in those communities had un- 
healthy mouths, contributory 
to unhealthy bodies, was to 
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face a forest—a forest which 
could not be seen for the trees. 
Time and experience, however, 
bring vision. | 

Stock-taking was the first 
step. A questionnaire was 
snt to every community 
which showed that 39 had 
some form of dental service. 
Subsequent questionnaires, 
sent semi-annually, have shown 
steady increases until now 162 
of our cities and towns have 
some form of dental service for 
school children. Sixteen of 
these communities employ full- 
time dental hygienists. 

As far as dental clinics go, 
we suggest the proper type of 
publicity, give lectures to stim- 
ulate the interest, help with 
the equipping, outline the 
basic policies of preventive 
dentistry, keep a registry of 
dentists wishing clinical ap- 
pointments, request that an 
operator’s monthly report be 
sent to the office in order that 
we may compile statistics, and 
keep on file detailed data 
concerning the clinical equip- 
ment and personnel. 

The educational aspect of 
the work has changed as time 
has gone on. At first the 
schools seemed an ideal open- 
ing wedge. Consequently, the 
first efforts were directed to- 
ward compiling slides, writing 
literature and giving lectures 
to children. As the increased 
demands could not be met by 
one person, it was thought 
advisable to reach the “key 
people” and this policy is 
working out well. 

The series of conferences on 
maternal and infant hygiene 





held in various sections of the 
state for public health nurses 
present an ideal opportunity 
to stress the cardinal points in 
maternal and infant mouth 
hygiene to these workers who, 
in turn, will bring the gospel 
into thousands of homes. 

Conferences held jointly by 
the Department of Education 
and the Department of Public 
Health on school hygiene bring 
together another representa- 
tive group—school nurses and 
school physicians.' At these 
conferences, held at/the normal 
schools, the importance of 
preventive dentistry, sugges- 
tive methods for teaching oral 
hygiene in the schoolroom and 
the place of a dental clinic in 
a community health program 
are stressed. The nurse, in 
turn, incorporates these points 
into her daily work and so the 
children are reached with oral 
hygiene instruction. 

Normal schools, schools for 
public health nurses, and, to 
a lesser degree, women’s clubs, 
parent-teachers’ associations, 
granges, and so on, present 


representative groups. that — 
“carry on.” 

Lectures are only one phase 
of the educational work. Liter- 


ature is written and distrib- 
uted, circular letters are sent 
to dental clinicians, to dental 
hygienists, to nurses—to all 
groups interested in health 
work. This Spring a round 
table conference for dentists 
and dental hygienists in dental 
clinics is to be held. An ex- 
hibit is used extensively at 
health days and health weeks. 
The motion picture is extreme- 
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ly popular. Newer still is the 
use: of the radio and broad- 
casting offers an audience of 
tens, or perhaps hundreds of 
thousands. 

It is impossible to give a 
suggestive outline to be fol- 
lowed by other instructors in 
other states for just as every 
community presents a partic- 
ular problem so every state 
has a problem and a policy 
of its own.

Aboriginal Teeth 


An eastern lecturer, says the Portland Oregonian, has been 


telling the people that the prevalence of dental defects revealed by §: 


recent surveys of the mouths of school children is due to our 
modern ‘manner of living. Civilization is again the stalking 
horse of those who enjoy preaching that mankind is degenerating 
and who profess to believe that if we would enjoy life and health 
we should revert to the ways of the aborigines. 

Statements like these pass for fact because we have very 
few data on which to base comparisons of the present with the 
past. Half a century ago, when there were less than a dozen 
schools of dentistry in the country and but a handful of dentists, 
oral defects first began to attract attention, but as a matter of 
fact there were no reliable statistics until some time after that. 
The reputation of our ancestors for having invariably sound 
teeth was founded on guesswork and imperfect memory-- 
nothing more. But there are fugitive records here and there 
concerning conditions among the Indians, who knew nothin; 
of civilization, and the showing is quite the reverse of thai 
which it is made to appear. 

Ross Cox, a clerk with the Astor company, who came to 
the Oregon country in 1812, left a description of the Indians 
he found here which illuminates the particular question. Soon 
after arriving at Astoria he made a trip to the interior and in 
July, 1812, was in the vicinity of the Cascades and The Dalles. 
He had this to say of the natives he encountered there: 

The dress of the men does not differ materially 

_ from that of the lower Indians; but they are incon- 

testably more filthy and ugly. Their teeth are almost 

-worn away. The greater number have very sore eyes; 

. several have only one; and we observed a few old men 

and women quite blind.

iG7] movement in Or- 
egon dates from 
1909, during which 
3 year the Buckman 
school tests were instituted 
in Portland. The statistics 
obtained in this work awoke 
the dental profession to the 
amazing need of dental at- 
tention for school children and 
started the agitation which 
led to the opening of school 
dental clinics in that city in 
1920. 

Armed with the facts 
gathered from a study of the 
Buckman school report, the 
Portland District Dental 
Society sought to interest the 
Portland School Board in the 
importance of good teeth, but 
either from a mistaken sense 
of economy or from _indif- 
ference or from plain crass 
ignorance, the City Superin- 
tendent, to whom the School 
Board looked for guidance 
in matters new to themselves, 
would never recommend the 
subject to the School Board 
and they themselves were not 
big enough to rise to the oc- 
casion and are still off as far as 
any financial responsibility is 
concerned. The Portland City 
Council, through its Health 


Bureau, finally came to the 
rescue and made an opening 
by establishing a free dental 
dispensary at the City Hall 
for two half-days per week, 
which clinic is still in operation. 
After the close of the war 
the Junior Red Cross was cast- 
ing about for something to do 
and some kindly disposed soul 
pointing out to them the need 
of dental inspection in the 
public schools, they at once 
started out to ascertain what 
might be done. : 
Although the School Board 
would appropriate no funds, 
they had no objection to 
throwing open the _ schools, 
provided no financial assist- 
ance was to be demanded of 
them, and the result was the 
establishment of four portable 
dental clinics with five half- 
time dentists and five full-time 
dental assistants and the ex- 
tension of the City Hall Clinic 
from two half-days to six half- 
days, the additional days ‘to 
be considered as school clinics, 
although not in the school 
buildings as were the others. 
The results were so prompt, 
and so plain, that‘ the clinics 
are still in operation in the 
Portland grade schools, and 
the Junior Red Cross ‘still 
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contrives, somehow or other, 
to provide the finances. 

n their method of conduct- 
ing the work, the plan, as it is 
in actual operation, is sim- 
plicity itself. The dentists 
work during the morning hours 
of the school days only; for the 
most part the work consists of 
prophylaxis, fillings and ex- 
tractions. The young lady 
assistants make themselves 
useful to the dentists by hel 
ing to take care of the little 
patients, collect the small fees, 
when there are any to be col- 
lected, and award the buttons 
of honor to those successfully 
sing through the chair. 
heir afternoons are spent in 
lecturing, or rather in talking 
to the pupils and teachers, and 
as occasion presents, to parent- 
teachers’ meetings, and in the 
examination and scheduling 
of the patients for the following 
day’s clinic. 

An attempt is made to re- 
strict dental work to those 
apparently least likely to have 
it provided in any other way; 
in this respect the assistance 
afforded by the principals and 
teachers is invaluable. Slips 
signed by parents or guardians 
are required before any work 
may be performed. 

In the examinations no 
instruments or even mouth 
mirrors are used, so that there 
is no possible chance for in- 
fection. 

Clinical attention is confined 
to the pupils of the fifth grade 
and under, excepting in a few 
exceptional cases. The City 
Hall clinic does not confine it- 


self to any specific grade or age.

The writer has an especially 
good working knowledge of 
the school clinics, he having 
served as clinic operator for 
two entire school years. 

The Legislative act of 1919 
raised the annual registration 
fee required of all dentists, 
from $1.50 to $5.00, the in- 
creased amount designed to be 
used “for educational pur- 
poses, and general welfare of 
the public.” — 

A campaign of dental edu- 
cation was at once outlined 
and undertaken by the State 
Board of Dental Examiners. 
The first plan was to have 
prepared a series of educational 
panels printed in the various 
daily and weekly newspapers 
of the state. As newspaper 
editors commonly find it very 
difficult to consider articles 
dealing with impersonal publi- 
city in any other manner than 
at so much per printer’s inch, 
the money spent in the first 
attempt did not reach very 
many people very many times. 
Some of our dentists, even, 
commented upon the fact that 
the efforts resembled patent 
medicine advertising methods, 
in both looks and words, but 
they did not suggest any better 
plan, so further funds and 
further study were in turn 
applied to the problem, and 
a movie machine was pur- 
chased, a film secured, and a 
lecturer was sent out to tour 
the state. During the first trip 
the lecturer addressed, at 4 
conservative estimate, 16,000 
public school pupils, in ad- 
dition to adults. 

It was found, however, that 
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the dentists, who might reason- 
ably have been to 
co-operate with the lecturer, 
were singularly remiss in this 
particular. The university city 
of Eugene was particularly 

tional, however, for in 
this city the local dental so- 
ciety actively assumed all of 
the details which devolved 
upon the lecturer in many of 
the other cities in which he 
appeared. In the main, how- 
ever, the lecture trip was a 
success and other short trips 
were undertaken and a lantern 
and slides were added to the 
list of accessories. 

An additional impetus was 
given to the lecture work by 
the distribution of 100,000 

ies of an educational leaflet 
The Mouth and Teeth and 
thir Relation to Good 
Health,” which was also used 
by the Junior Red Cross in 
the school clinics in Portland. 
This leaflet has recently been 
augmented by a second article 
‘Foods and Teeth,” which 
wil be used and distributed 
in the same manner as was the 
preceeding leaflet. 

The. latest efforts along 
popular educational endeavors 
was the financing of a dental 
essay contest (as fully outlined 
in the November number of 
Ora, HyGiENgE) in every coun- 
tyoftheState. The State Board 
of Dental Examiners furnished 
the cash prizes from the Edu- 
cational Fund and the State 
Department of Education out- 
lined the methods of procedure, 
graded the essays and certified 
the names of the winners to 
the board. 





More than 10,000 pupils 
prepared essays and 112 
county prizes of $10.00 each 
were awarded, together with 
4 state prizes of $25.00 each. 
The results were inspiring; 
hundreds of requests for dental 
educational literature were 
received from pupils, parents 
and teachers, and at the close 
of the contest it was strongly 
urged that it be repeated the 
following year (1923), the 
State _ Bae of Edu- 
cation volunteering to again 
assume the direction of the 
state-wide work, as in the 
previous contest. 

At the present time (Nov. 
1, 1922) a Health Exposition 
is being conducted in Portland 
and the state and local dental 
societies have assumed the 
direction of the dental clinical 
and educational features... The 
State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers will largely finance the 
work from its educational fund. 
Educational literature is being 
distributed to the public, den- 
tal inspection of all persons 
desiring same is given, .ex- 
amination of children’s mouths 
and the awarding of prizes for 
certain types of mouth and 
teeth is being conducted. 

The dental booth is the most 
talked of exhibit at the expo- 
sition; several dentists are on 
duty from 2:00 to 11:00 p. m. 
daily; leading dental specialists 
of the State are in constant 
attendance. 

The oral hygiene movement 
is very much in evidence in 
Oregon at the present moment 
and it bids fair to be a subject 
that will not fail to become 
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still more important in the 
very near future. .

Indianapolis—Those persons who feel.that a meal is not com- 
plete unless the Mik, gins is composed of toothpicks were 
criticized by Dr. Rea Proctor McGee, of Pittsburgh, lecturing 
before the Indiana State Dental Association here. 

“It would be better for the mouth and teeth if we quit 
manufacturing toothpicks,” Dr. McGee said. He urged the 
cleaning of the teeth three or four times a day and recommended 
the use of floss, instead of toothpicks. 

Dr. McGee asserted that school textbooks in use in the pub- 
lic schools as a rule deal with dental and medical subjects in an 
antiquated manner. He said several states have taken steps 
to bring these subjects up-to-date.

Personally, Iam in favor of it 
and would do everything in 
my power to make it a success 
in Maryland.

I trust that 
what I say will be held asa 
personal regard of the matter, 
It is quite beyond my poo 
power to add or detract 
from the subject. However, 
since it is a matter of universal 
interest in which not only the 
gifted few should be heard, | 
feel my opinion will not be 
interpreted as the message 
from an egotist. 

Not. so many moons have 
past since a syndicate of great 
import devised a new means 
for conducting a_ publicity 
campaign. The novel means 
was accomplished by so adjust- 
ing the exhaust of an aeroplane 
motor that the aeronaut could 
write letters in the sky by use 
of the smoke which was emit- 
ted in heavy volumes from 
this adjusted exhaust. Ap- 
parently and to all good intents 
this innovation was a “world 
beater’’; but the conservative, 
who is never last in using some- 
thing new, found the flaw. He 
reasoned that whie “smoke 
writing” attracted a great deal 





‘of attention due to the thrill 


the spectator received from 
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such a spectacle, yet its mes- 


was as ephemeral as the 
smoke. It was there in the sky 
one moment, the next a form- 
less vapor. For those who 
iene. the sight it carried 
home an impression but it was 
as the smoke—flitting. In the 
mind today and gone tomor- 
row. The objection then was 
that while it brought a needed 
message to the spectator in a 
novel way, it lacked perma- 
nency. The successful adver- 
tising campaign which is waged 
today depends upon three 
factors: “‘good copy,’ plus hon- 
est products, plus persistency, 
which to my mind 1s the most 
important of the three. The 
same problem holds good in 
dentistry when a body of men 
in the profession attempt to 
launch an advertising cam- 
paign in the interest of the 
laity’s health. For is it not 
true that if we did not hammer 
away day in and day out at the 
office on the necessity of oral 
cleanliness and mail notices at 
regular intervals telling of the 
necessity for periodic exam- 
nations, that our patients 
would be far more lax than 
they are now? So the same 
holds good for special weeks 
set aside and variously desig- 
nated as ‘Cancer Week,” 
“Health Week,” “Better 
Homes Week,’’ etc. 

The spirit that moved these 
men to institute such weeks 
was a noble one, the energy 
expended to make the exhibits, 
lectures, etc. successful was 
stupendous but the result— 
here comes the hitch. For a 
month or so every one resolves 





to cut out smoking to an excess 
for fear a papilloma may be 
excited, the next resolve Comes 
a week later and this time they 
vow to stop the practice of 


‘ eating at irregular intervals, of 


keeping late hours, etc. 

A week passes and the 
woman of the house “goes to 
bat,” she resolves to place 
aside in the way of a weekly 
bank deposit sums which will 
finally aggregate enough 
money to purchase refinements 
for the home; however, comes 
“National Fur Week” and 
she spends the sum _ placed 
aside for home betterment for 
personal finery—a fur coat. 
The reason is very apparent— 
the intelligent class does not 
need to be nagged at to do 
certain things, their common 
sense explains the why and 
wherefore. The unintelligent 
must be constantly hammered 
away at for they have no 
common sense. They are the 
fools who learn from experience 
and we all know that expe- 
rience is a dear school, but to 
reiterate—the fools will only 
go to the school of experience, 
they will not listen to reason. 
When pulpitis sets in they 
come on a tear to the office, 
complain of the crude and 
painful technic to alleviate 
the pain, and leave with a vow 
to return at periodical inter- 
vals. 

They return when peridon- 
tia-clasia has obtained a firm 
foothold, deride the inability 
of the operator to check the 
onslaught of tissue invasion

a National Dental Week at 
the National Convention of 
the American Medical Asso- 
ciation would be far more 
efficacious? 

Perhaps some of our medical 
brethren will be less prone to 
diagnose conditions in a field 
with which they are at present 
so little familiar. Perchance 
a physician ordering out 
teeth at this time can be 
educated to see his folly by an 
intensive propaganda at his 
national meetings. The fad of 
_ extracting teeth promiscuously 
in the hopes of eradicating 
obscure dental ills, which has 
obtained such a hold on the 
medical profession can be 
aborted and finally destroyed. 
This “exodontic” fad can be 
likened to the deciduous and 
permanent teeth. The decid- 
uous set are forerunners of a 
permanent complement. This 
present “‘tooth-pulling”’ craze 
is a forerunner of a permanent 
technic and that is—a better 
root-canal procedure practised 
ae saner lines than hereto- 
ore. 





We, as a whole, bend oy 
every effort in reparative anj 
preventative measures. The 
physician practices _prophy. 
lactic and restorative mean; 
by which the health of 4 
patient may be made immune 
to ravages of disease or his 
system repaired from the dam. 
ages resulting therefrom. Cap 
you, therefore, differentiate 
between the motives of the two 
professions? They, when we 
come to the final analysis, are 
one and the same. They area 
means to an identical end, 
namely: prevention and re. 
storation. Because of the al- 
most futile task of reparative 
efforts, the dental profession 
in the past ten years have been 
specializing in prevention and 
justly so. The propagation 
of accurate knowledge in re. 
lation to general health and 
oral physiological balance 
should be more extensive, as 
we have shown by many of our 
great research men that the 
mouth is a breeding place and 
an ideal incubator for systemic 
diseases which were, years ago, 
attributed to other causes. 
Today the elemental truth of 
the relationship between sys- 
temic balance and _ mouth 
hygiene cannot be stressed 
enough. The preaching of oral 
hygiene can never be over- 
emphasized, especially to those 
who come in contact with the 
laity in a professional way. 

The physician is so intel 
ligent that an__ intensive 
National Dental Week 1m- 
augurated at. his National 
Medical Convention _ will, 
therefore, do him worlds 
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good and in turn will aid us to 
spread the proper gospel to the 
laity through the well-informed 
physician. 

The physician can grasp all 
that is new from the preceding 
year readily and, therefore, 
cannot be classed in the cate- 
gory in which we place the 
ordinary uninformed masses. 
However, to reiterate: we, as 
a profession, should know more 
of what medicine is accom- 
lishing as a means to an 
identical end; and they, as a 
whole, can learn much from 
us. We are interdependent. 
We should not order the tonsils 
out when an unknown focus 
is seriously undermining the 
human economy, no more than 
a physician should order out 
teeth for the same reason. A 
conference in which the ulti- 
mate should be a mutual 
understanding between phy- 
sician and dentist is the only 
solution to the problem and 
thereby the patient’s welfare 
will not be jeopardized as it 
has been in the past. 

For the laity there is only 
one way to operate a National 
Dental Week—that is when 
National Dental Week occurs 
fifty-two weeks out of the year. 
No, Dr. McGee, I am not in 
favor of a National Dental

Intensive campaigns devoted 
to the interests of oral hygiene 


in the public schools today are 
far more efficient than we 
little suspect. The reason, 
though not apparent to some, 
is that the gospel preached at 
these campaigns is practiced 
daily by the children, namely, 
the use of the tooth brush. 
Such a campaign is never a 
failure. 


The trouble with the older 
folks is that they use fallacious 
reasoning when they are ap- 
proached by clinicians, or 
posters, or other such para- 
phernalia decrying the need for 
oral cleanliness. They argue 
in their minds: “Well I have 
gotten along these many years 
without all this fuss of proper 
tooth brush movements, etc. 
I think I can chance it for a 
while longer.” We all know 
that the hardest mind to con- 
vince is the mind in the next 
stage past the adolescent. 
They know it all! It has been 
aptly said: when we are green, 
we are growing; when we know 
it all, we are stagnating. There 
is only one mind that §is 
green and we all know it is 
the child’s. The mature mind 
too-often knows it all. There- 
fore, Dr. McGee, I think 
the problem of prevention or 
the message of oral hygiene © 
can best be solved by train- 
ing the “sapling” to grow 
strong, rather than “pruning” 
the well-rooted oak. 

The Laity—bless them, have 
to be scolded daily!

Examination disclosed that 
Missouri is the only state that 
has secured advertising laws 
and there are fewer advertis- 
ing ‘“‘parlors’’ in that state 
than any other state in the 
Union. 

On further investigation it 
was found that that state had 
always been a most progres- 
sive state in the establishment 
of dental laws and that the 
profession had selected men 
for their State Board for the 


last twenty years on their 
ability to see that new laws , 
and proper laws were intro- 
duced and enforced. 

A member of the board was 
not removed because he hap- 
pened to belong to the party 
that was not in power. At 
the present time Missouri has 
a Republican government and f 
there are two or three Demo- § 
crats on the Board. 

The real work in making 
the dental laws was done by 
the pioneer workers on this I, 
Board and the continuation 
of their ideals has been carried 


on so that at the present time fy; 


they have one of the strongest 
boards in the United States. 

The State of Illinois, which 
is full of advertising men, dur- 
ing the last legislature copied 
the Missouri law in its en- 
tirety, and, I understand, the 
bill is now up before the pres- }, 
ent legislature. Members of 
the state boards over the 
United States should make a f; 
thorough investigation of the 
Missouri State law with the 
idea of introducing this law 
into their own states. It has 
proved very effective.

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The profession after a time 
vets tired of a lot of wrangles 
hetween two men of promi- 
ence or supposed promi- 
ence—each having a particu- 
lar technic, which he thinks is 
superior to the other man’s 
technic. They bring up their 
dirty linen in their local so- 
ciety and then into their State 
or National organization and 
in the end no one has really 
profited, as they usually in- 
ect a lot of personality into 
e equation with the end re- 
sult that the profession gets 
disgusted with both of them. 

An unusual man will pre- 
sent his work, and, if he is 
onvinced in his own mind 
at his technic is correct, he 
will let his supposed opponent 
blow his horn, retire to the 
background and await de- 
elopments. It’s not long be- 
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recognize the merits of the 
technic and adopt it. But 
where they spring a lot of 
stuff and make it personal in 
the sense that “‘you do it my 
way or it’s no good,”’ they get 
itover for a time but it doesn’t 
last long. 

It has been the observation 
of the writer that any work 
that stands the test of time 
does not come up over-night 
like a mushroom, but is usu- 
ally the result of the labor of 
years in diligent research.

is not an over-night proposi- 
tion. 

New York City is the center 
of a lot of professional fights, 
which, when you analyze 
them, exhibit a lot of kids’ 
play with some good men 
standing in the background 
suffering and saying nothing 
but getting disgusted with the 
whole proposition. 

As a general rule the town 
has done nothing dentally. 
They don’t create—the orig- 
inal work comes from the 
Middle West and New York 
copies, modifies or condemns 
it. When they do get some- 
thing, they patent it and sell 
it; they don’t give it freely to 
the profession. 

Talk about small-town 
stuff: that big village pulls 
more rube play than you can 
see in some rural district 
meeting where the men may 
not be so highly polished but 
where they have a good sense 
of proportion and enjoy each 
other’s company at least. 

My first look into the big 
village was when Black intro- 
duced his scientific cavity prep- 
aration and they all said he 
was wrong. He came back 
and showed them again and 
they said he was correct, but 
they kept on doing the same 
type of cavity preparation. 

Cavity preparation was later 
followed by a discussion of 
Calahan’s root canal technic 
and then the real fun started. 
Two New Yorkers each modi- 
fied the procedure—one made 
the point go beyond the apical 
end with a button attachment 
or a hook so his competitors 
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would have a hard time pull- 
ing it out and the other said 
that it was all wrong and that 
the foreign -body so located in 
the tissues would prove an 
irritant. This almost broke 
up the society—each having a 
lotof followers. It was not long 
thereafter that the oral sur- 
geons of the town sensed the 
pulse of the situation and in- 
jected their speciality into the 
fracas. 

They then controlled the 
situation and they started on 
a merry war—one faction try- 
ing to control the other, and 
when one would stop and ana- 
lyze things and ask why the 
town was not progressing den- 
tally, the come-back was that 
“the oral surgeons were run- 
ning things.” 

Now, my acquaintance with 
true oral surgeons like 
Brophy, Logan, Gilmore, 
Potts, Kasanjian, Miéinor, 
Lyons, McGee, etc., is an en- 
tirely different one from con- 
tact with New Yorkers. 

Not one of them are what 
the above named men stand 
for. Those named above can 
do a good hare-lip or cleft- 
palate and do not make a lot 
of noise over nothing. This 
New York bunch can’t do a 
cleft-palate or a hare-lip; they 
call removing a cyst, granu- 
loma, or extracting a tooth, 
oral surgery. 

They don’t even do their 
extractions in a scientific man- 
ner, but according to their 
own conception, calling it oral 
surgery and cutting out a big 
chunk of the jaw to get out a

tooth in a couple of hours that 
I have seen done out west in 
a short space of time and with 


no damage to the supporting 


structure and the patient 
doesn’t suffer for months 
thereafter. 

Well, I understand that 
they have about tired of this 
horse-play now and may get 
down to the paramount ques- 
tion, which is dentistry. 

One of the big hospitals in 
the big city of New York 
made a good move recently, 
First one oral surgeon in the 
New York Throat, Nose and 
Lung hospital was in control, 
then the other followed and at 
last the Board of Managers 
closed the department, and in 
this way settled all arguments.

| the perfect 32. Still there are 
E just 32 reasons why we should 
be interested in our teeth—and 
i each one is a tooth. 

f. Irvin Cobb once said that 
d “one of the greatest joys about 
being born is that we are born 
without teeth.”’ 

Be that as it may, we are not 
without them for long, for we 
are cutting, losing, and cutting 
more teeth till we have our 
allotted 32, which, unfortun- 
ately, are seldom perfect. For 
tooth decay, the most common 
of all diseases, attacks the 
teeth of most people; conse- 
quently, we go through the 
ensuing years wearing fillings 
bridges, crowns and perhaps 
artificial teeth. In fact, one 
would have to examine the 
mouths of hundreds of people 
before finding a perfect 32. 
But why? Surely we were not 
meant to have teeth just to 
have them decay and to have 
them repaired. No filling, no 
crown, no bridgework can 
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compare with our own natural, 
perfect teeth and as for arti- 
ficial teeth—did you know that 
the grinding power of sound, 
natural teeth is about 175 
pounds while that of artificial 
teeth is only about 25 pounds? 
Yes, two teeth in the jaw are 
worth ten in a plate; so we 
need to conserve our natural 
chewing machines. 

That is the first step, too, 
chewing. Every organ of the 
body is improved by use and 
the mouth is no exception. 
Putting the teeth to real serv- 
ice in chewing hard, resistant 
foods exercises the muscles of 
the jaw and stimulates a nor- 
mal circulation in the mouth. 
Give your teeth a chance to do 
their work. Ordinarily we 
don’t. Take an average Amer- 
ican breakfast, for instance. 

Maybe we have fruit first, 
which requires little mastica- 
tion unless it be a raw apple. 
Then we should have cereal. 
But do we eat cereal which 
requires chewing or cereal 
which can be soaked up with 
cream and so slide down easily 
and quickly? Perhaps we do 
have dry, crisp toast, but do 
we exercise our teeth by chew- 
ing this? No indeed, why 
do we drink coffee if it isn’t to 
help wash down our meal? 
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[n't that a truly typical 
breakfast ? And our teeth 
haven’t had one bit of exercise! 
Chew your food. It is good 
for your teeth, good for your 
stomach, good for your dis- 
position. One can be what 
one chews to be! 

Then, of course, you want 
to chew the right kind of food 
—foods containing the miner- 
als and vitamines, the latter 

wth-promoting substances 
which help the system to 
utilize the minerals are neces- 
sary to build and keep good, 
sound teeth. These foods are 
milk and the dairy products, 
whole grains, eggs, fruits, both 
fresh and dried, and vege- 
tables, especially the green and 
leafy ones. Milk is particu- 
larly rich in the lime salts. In 
other words, eat the natural 
foods. We are apt to eat with 
our eyes. We serve white 
bread because it is attractive 
to the eye, whereas it has been 
robbed of its most nutritive 
elements in the bleaching. We 
serve cakes, jams, and candies 
because we have cultivated a 
taste for concentrated sweets, 
forgetting that in our natural 
foods we get a great deal of 
sugar in its best and most 
easily digested form. For in- 
stance, a ripe banana has about 
three teaspoonsful of sugar and 
an orange about two. The 
“sweet tooth” of America is 
causing much of our tooth 
decay. We should end our 
meals with a natural self- 
cleansing food—an apple, a 
piece of celery, a little lettuce 
salad, for instance, all of 
which help to clean the mouth; 





rather than with cakes and 
cookies, which are pasty and 
soft and consequently stick on 
and between the teeth causing 
tooth decay. 

Besides mastication and 
proper foods, brushing is most 
important in conserving the 
82. To begin with, the aver- 
age brush is much too large. 

You want room for motion. 
Most brushes fill the mouth 
without leaving room for the 
motion, which, by the way, 
should be up and down; up on 
the lower teeth and down on 
the upper. Let that up and 
down motion include the gums, 
and then clean the tongue, for 
your toothbrush should really 
be used as a mouth brush. 

The teeth need just such a 
cleaning after each meal and 
especially the last thing at 
night, for then they need it 
more even than during. the 
day when our tongue and 
cheeks help clean them in 
talking. “A _ rolling stone 
gathers no moss;” neither do 
clean teeth. If you want to 
use toothpaste or toothpowder 
on your brush, all right. But 
one-half teaspoon of salt in a 
glass of water makes an effec- 
tive and imexpensive mouth 
wash. 

Daily care is important and 
the dentist’s care is, too. Visit 
your dentist at least twice a 
year. The oftener you go, the 
better, for he will detect the 
cavity when it is small and, 
remember, no cavity is too 
small to be filled. Speaking 
of dentists, choose a good one. 
Avoid the advertising dentist 
as you would avoid the quack

Spreading the Gospel of Clean Teeth to School 
Children 


The report of the first six months’ work in spreading the 
gospel of clean teeth to the school children of Pennsylvania has 
been submitted to the Southeastern Pennsylvania Chapter of 
the American Red Cross by Miss E. Mae Bower, dental hygienist 
in charge of the work. 

Miss Bower’s work so far has been confined to Bucks County, 
Penna. Her “‘clinic’’ is a light sedan, equipped with a dental 
chair and all the necessary paraphernalia for cleaning teeth. 
Several times, she reports, the light car has been buried in the 
heavy mud of the country roads. 

In the six months twenty-five schools in Bucks County have 
been visited, and the teeth of every child in the schools examined. 
A total of 759 children have had their teeth cleaned. 

More than fifty talks on oral hygiene have been given by 
Miss Bower to the children of the schools. She speaks not only 
upon the proper care of the teeth, but points out general rules 
for good health, explaining a proper diet, the necessity of exer- 
cise, rest and fresh air. 

Her work has earned for her expressions of appreciation from 
school boards in many sections, and a similar tribute from officials 
of the Southeastern Chapter of the Red Cross, characterizing her 
as “‘an indispensable part of the program of health education 
maintained by the Red Cross in this territory.”
